In addition 
the verandah of the tea-room has 
been. provided with an awning, 
which is yet another boon. Its 
practical use was demonstrated to 
the full yesterday. 

Windsor Stag in-Form. 


As regards the racing, Windsor 
Stag did his backers a good turn 
when, splendidly ridden by Mr. 
Harriman, he soundly defeated 
Nationalists II to pay them $57. 
Nationalist has been seen out in 
better condition, but was well and 
truly beaten, coming in third two 
lengths behind Mike, who in turn 
was four lengths behind the lead- 
er. 


Little Thunder was next in 
order of money merit, copping the 
fifth race comfortably to pay 
$43.50. Other dividends were all 
on the acceptable side. 


Black Beauty’s Temper. 


The two new ponies from the 
North were sent ageinst Zorhan 
in the Aggregate Stakes. the 
other entries possibly having de- 
cided to let well alone. What 
might have been a fine race was 
sneiled by the tantrums of Black 
Beauty. who needed considerable 
persuasion to get down to the 
starting post, and even more to 
set started. 

Apparently the whispered ad- 
monitions passed abroad by those 
in the know were justified. 
But Black Beauty, who was left 
lengths nt the start, showed him- 
self as a goer, and, cured of his 
temper—or temperament—ought 
to win a lot of races.

Chiang Kai-Shek Determined to 


Fight On. . 
Nt 
Peking, Yesterday. 

It is learped that the bandits 
have captured Kingchow, Kienli, 
and Sinyangchow. The foreign 
authorities are without much in- 
dependent information from 
Honan, but believe that Feng Yu- 
hsiang is holding his own. They 
ure receiving reports of’ the re- 
verses of the Kuominchun’ with 
considerable reserve. 


It is believed that the cutting 
the railway‘ at Sinyangchow 


may prove a significant feature}.

The Shansi forces, who have 
gone south from Shihchiachuang, 
are understood not to have gone 
further than. Changteh. The 
vernacular papers state that an 
enlarged plenary meeting on 
September 26 decided to remove 
the headquarters to Taiyuanfu. 

It is reported that Mukden is 
nppointing Chu Chi-chien, who 
was Minister of the Interior under 
Yuan Shih-kai, as Mayor of 
Peking, and the well-known edu- 
cationalist, Chang Po-lin, Mayor 
of Tientsin. 

Mr. Simpson Silent. 
Tientsin, Yesterday. 
Interviewed at noon tp-day, 


Mx-‘Tykoo, Deputy Commissioner |. 


of Customs, ‘stated that no news 
had yet been received from Mr. 
Lenox Simpson, whose interview 
with the Marshal was apparently 
of long duration. 


Owing to the fact that numer- 
ous official questions are still be- 
ing held in abeyance, the situa- 
tion is still far from clear, and 
it is believed that Chiang Kai- 
shek’s announcement that he will 
continue fighting until Yen Hei- 
shan and Feng Yu-hsiang are 
completely eliminated may have a 
serious repercussion in Man- 
churian circles, whose invasion of 
these- districts would thereby 
largely be nullified. 2 


The. situation continues to be 
very quiet and a joint military and 
police office has been established 
near the central station, where the 
military and police are co-operat- 
ing for the establishment of order 
in the city arcas, though so far 
there have not been the slightest 
disturbances. Elaborate’ precau- 
tions are being taken and rigid 
discipline is being enforced among 
all ranks of the newly-arrived 
troops.—Reuter. 


Attack on Nanning, 
Wuchow, Yesterday. 


_ Interviewed by our_correspon- 
dent this morning, Col. Chang 
De-senn, of the Chinese Army Air 
Service, now in charge of tha 
Kwangsi Aviation Forces, said 
that nine ‘planes fitted with 
bombs left this morning te bomb 
Nanning, the capital of Kwangsl. 
Strict instructions have been 
given to the aviators to bomb only 
the city gates and wall and forti- 
fications, and to be. extremely 


_feareful in their aim, so that the 


bombs may not fill into the city. 
In auch bombardments, it has 
always been the sincere desire of 
the Cantonese H.Q. to spare as far 
as it is humanly possible the 
people from needless suffering 
and damage to property. 

“This is the first that so many 
‘planes have gone out on a bomb- 
ing expedition; previous sorties 
ednsisting of four or five 'planes 
ata time. This large number in- 
dicates the determination of the 
1.Q. to capture Nanning at tho 
enrllest date. Previous warning 
was given Jast week to the popu- 
lace By leaflets dropped by 'planea, 
calling on the people to leave the 
city or-to call on the garrison to 


surrender, or to’ go’ outalde tho| 
city and fight the Nationalsts, in| 


order to avold further hardships 
betng inflicted upon the city. 
This aerial attack will continue 
for two days, and it is hoped that 
sufficient havoc will. have. been 
done to the rebels and thelr fortl- 
ficntions an to ingyca them to sur- 
repder; and if not, the attack by

Nanning Surrounded. 

Nanning is now surrounded by 
the Yunnanese and Cantonese, but 
the city is strongly fortified by 
three lines of trenches and barbed 
wires, while the city wall is de- 
fended by” heavy pieces of artil- 
lery, which had been captured 
duruing the last Northern Expedi- 
tion and brought down to 

Kwangsi some two years ago. 
Questioned as to the strength 

of the rebels in Kwangsi, Col. 

Chang divided the rebels into 

three groups :— 

1. Rebels at Liuchow, consist- 
ing of 4,000 men under the 
command of Pai Tsung-hsi, 
Li Teung-yin, and Chang 

. Fat-kuei. 

. Rebels at Nanning, not more 
_than 2,000 under Wei Wung- 
‘chung. ee eg 
Rebels at ‘Kueiling, about 
1,500 men under Wong Shao- 
hung; they have been draft- 
ed from the militia, poorly 
equipped and untrained; they 

* have run short of ammunition 
and are forced to make 
bullets out of local powder, 
which travel at-a short range. 

‘ “Hide and Seck.” : 

The reason why the Cantonese 

have not. been able to quell the 

rebels sooner {s explained by the 

Colonel, thus: The rebels will not 

meet the Cantonese and fight it 

out, realising the superiority of 
the Intter both in number and 
equipment. And so they have 
spies everywhere to keep them 
well informed of the movements 
of the Goyernment troops; and as 
soon they learn that the latter 
are advancing to attack them, 
they will retire, always leaving 0 
gap of two days’ march between 
them and the Cantonese. The 
object of the rebels is to prolong 
the fight and await the outcome 
of the war in the North. A few 
days ago, the ‘planes dropped 
and Kueiling, informing the in- 
habitants of the retirement of 

Yen Husi-shan, the declaration of 

Chang Haueh-liang in favour of 

the Nanking. Government, and 

the movements of Manchurian 
troops into Tientsin and Peking. 

What effect this news ‘will have 

upon the rebel leaders.is yet to be 

learned, but it is clear that thero 
ig absolutely no hope for, them of 
defeating the Nationalists; and 
the only thing they can do now— 
and they are doing it—is to play 

“Hide and Seck” and trust to tho 

gods of war for a miracle to hap- 

pen in their favour.’ 
Expedition in Kwangsl. 

When asked whot Kwangtung 
would do when Kwangsi ‘waa 
pacified, Col. Chang was very cm- 
phatic In stating that Canton 
does not wish to occupy Kwangsl, 
for Kwangsl, will be returned -to 
the Kwangai people to look after 
for themaclves; but that the 

Cantoncse want to crush the 

rebels once and for all, so that 

they may not invade. Kwangtung 
any more. Unless the rebels are 
entirely eliminated, China cannot 
be unified, according to Col.

Death Traps to Go— At Last! 


nad 


N this Colony the official mind moves ponderously, slow, akin to 
r the measured tread of-an elephant which’ 1s not “must,” but 
tame and docile. Most glaring anomalies and stupid défects in. the 
legislation are brought to light os the’ outcome, usually, of very 
unhappy experiences, but officialtom cannot be hurried. That ts, 
unless it is prompted by the alleged brain wave’ of some over-zealous 
and over-smart Cadet who hopes to seck kudos ‘and. special mention 
in the records of officials secreted in the archives of the Colonial 
Secretary or the Governor himself. And then we get only hasty and 


‘1 anomalous legislation and regulations too, grotesque for worda! 


On March 12 this year.a disastrous fire broke out in Kennedy 
Town, in which three lives were lost. That tragedy was due to the 
fact that the tenement involved had a wooden Staircase which was 
the only means of escape. In 1922 a fire broke out on the same site, 
and then there was loss of life for the same reason, and when new 
buildings were put up wooden staircases were again put in, 

What .was possible in 1922 should have been impossible in 
March, 1980. It was pointed out in the China Mail of March 12 thig 
year that the wooden type of staircase obtains to-day, even in the 
case of new blocks already erected or in course of erection all over 
the Colony. The question was asked; Why should danger, and 
even death, be so persistently courted? Is the machinery of the 
Building Authority—which means, of courae, the Government—not 
strong enough to place a-ban on wooden staircases in Chinese blocks 
and to insist that only concrete staircases be constructed? Surely 
landlords and the authorities alike do not wilfully lavite further 
lessons of the dreadful nature brought home to them by the fatal 

| fires of 1922 and 1930 in the sume dwelling houses! 5 Pi 

It has taken the authorities over six months to ponder over the 

seriousneds of that challenge thrown down to them; and fortunate 
they are that no fires have since occurred bringing in their train 
fresh disasters through the death traps of wooden staircases. The 
obsolete Building Ordinance of 1908-27 years ago—is at last to be 
amended. When the amendment, so long deferred, is given the 
formal assent of the Governor, as the representative of His Majesty 
the King, “overy main staircase hereafter erected in any building 
which is constructed or adapted or converted to bo-used or which is 


used, either wholly or in part as a tenement house for separate: 


families shall be, together with -the landings and enclosure swalls 
thereof, of fire-resisting materials and carried by supports of fire- 
resisting materiala. 
tions communicating: with any such staircase shall be adequately 
protected by fire resisting doors of solid teak not less than two inches 
thick or by wired glazing or by some other method equally satisfac. 
tory to the Buliding Authority.” : : 
Belated though {t undoubtedly fs, the authorities are to be com- 
mended on amending the Buildings Ordinance in the manner in- 
dicated. But—-what of tho existing death traps In the shape of 
long, narrow nnd wooden staircases?: Have the.” tebe tolerated, 
against all the dictates of common humanity, until such times as the 
| buildings in which they ara constructed are condemned. as unfit for 
human habitation and pulled down? Cannot ‘reasonable notice ba 
given to owners of Chincso tenements that woodon staircnsea must 
go entirely and be replaced by fireproof constructions? Surely thy 
authorities are not confident enough to belleve that no firo shall 
break out in-any existing tencmont with wodden staircases and-that 
no more valuable lives ahall be lost through such death traps? = Hav- 
ing, by virtue of the proposed amendment, declared in favour of the 
principle of fireproof stalrcases In tenements hereafter to bo erected, 
surely. the authorities can take the still broader and mora human. 
tarian standpoint of condemning all existing wooden staircnies that 
are proven to be death trapa in the cane of fre, and of requiring that 
within a reasonable time these must bo replaced by fireproof atalr- 
cases, This half and half system of legislation is ns futile os 1t ts 
tantalising, and reflects not tho slightest credit on thé sponsors or 
framers of the proposed new law,

Theso 
poor ponies aro badly kept, and 
have no proper stable to house 
them at nights, They are hired out’ 
in tho heat of day—somctimes at 
ndon—and the rider docs not caro 
what he does to the animal. Hour 
after hour, at most; times, these 
Hirers force these fll-fated ponies: 
to gallop, whipping them practical- 
ly the whole time. At the end of

Result of 80 Years’ 
, Development. 


RUBRERISATION. 

The preaent high atnte, of 
quality control and manufacturing 
efficioncy in the production of All- 


Cord materin) for tyre carcassew 


hing been the result of over elghty 
yenrs of development. From a 
amall beginning with crude  ax- 
‘perimental equipment the proces4 
has been Improved, step by atep 
until ta-dny we have available a 
manufacturing unit for quality 
contrat and productlon efficiency 
leaves Nitle to be desired. It was 
realixed from the very_ inception 
of the use oof u multitwist cord 
in tyre carcasses that the .practicr 
of weaving the cords into a fabric 
which containg a very Ifht fitter 
thread was a omukeshift. The fill 
er thread was not of any value in 
the tyre. On the other hand it 
has proved a distinct detriment tn 
that, as weak as it ts the constant 
flexing that a tyre carcass under 
goes in service causes it to chafe 
through the cords with resultant 
carcass fallure, The presence of 
ythe Oller thread Is also objection- 
able in that ft prevents the cords 
from lying Oat. A woven cord 
fnbrie coated with rubber hax a 
very light conting at that point 
where the cord crosses the filler 
thread. A considerable amount of 
ply separation in the finished 
tyre can be traced to thia condi 
tion. 

The Impractienbility of woven 
cord fabric ia nulso very elearly 
shown by what ia termed “bagrygi- 
ness,” This ia an alnck condition 
in a portion of the width of the 
rool, which, with all the atudy 
given it hy catton mills, has never 
been eliminated. The fabric can 
be used, but only by feeding it 
jnto_enlonders with a very heavy 
tenaton on the cord in the remain. 
ger of the width so that they will 
stretch and allow some tension on 
the baggy portion, This restlts, 
of course, in nm tyre containing 
cords having widely varying 
ability to atretch. It follows then, 
that those cards having lenat 
ability ta stretch absorb all the 
strain. : 

Insulation of Cords. 

Another effect of the heavy ten: 
sion required to remove bagginess 
fs the shrinkage in width with 
consequent lack of ‘the number of 
cords per inch, This is serious 
in that it precludes maintaining 
suMctent spave between cords for 
Insulation, 

The necessary complete insula- 
thon of all cords, in the case of 
n woven cord fabric, cannot be 
offected except through friction: 
Ing. On square woven fabric 
frictioning presents no problem at 
all but n flimsy cord fabric it re 


sults In serlous distortion with its 
attendant disturbance of tho uni- 
formity of cord stretch, At least 
frictloning can be carried on only 


by maintaining a very hoavy ten- 


alon with consequent, lesa of tho 
niont valuable characteristic of the 
cord, that Is its ability to stretch, 

The prosent producing oyulp- 
ment very offectively overcomes 
all of those diMcultles, If con-

The enlonder is of 
a type having the fourth rol! offacn 
at the top. The offast ond top 
rolls form one skim coat on the top 
roll while the middle and bottom 
rolls form a skim on the middle 
roll; It is equipped with conveyors 
from the warning mills which pro- 
vides a continuoua unffarm feed 
of stock. MIM and caledder roll 
‘temperature indlentors and record- 
ora with the result that the atock 
is constanly held at a proper and 
uniform plasticity. 

The sheets of cords, after having 
been preased on to the middle roll, 
is carried up on that roll to Its].

‘ The Wind Up. ’ 

After emorging from the calend- 
er, the new rubberized fabric 
passes through a continuous auto- 
matte welght indicating and re- 
cording device and to the wind-up, 
The wind-up 1s so:designed as to 
allow changing rolls, while the 
enlender is operating at full speed. 
Tt is equipped with an electrically 
opernted cutter which makes per- 
fectly straight cut across the fabric 
and an automatic device for fecd- 
ing the fabric into the liners with- 
out wrinkles. 

The product ‘of, to-day’s All-Cord 
Process equipment is beyond com- 
parison.with woven cord fabric, no 
matter how carefully and expan- 
sively processed. Laboratory tests 
indientes an infinftely greater: uni- 
formity in number of cords per 
inch and apace between cords ts 
controlled nbsolutely, 
elimination of. the frictioning opera- 
tion it fa possible to contro! total 
rubber deposits within very closo 
limits. 

The effectiveness of -applying 
both conts at once fs very clearly 
indleated by microscopic examina- 
tion of the finished fabric. It is 
found that the rubber is driven so 
completely Imto the cords that It 
thoroughly fills in even the hell- 
cal twist spacing in the varlous 
atrands making up the cords, a con- 
dition obtained by no other prac- 
tien! production process.

TENNIS ‘RACKETS. 


Craftsmen Who Work 
to'a 82nd of an Inch. 


By winning the Davis cup for 
1930 France js once moro Tennis 
champion of the world. Britaln, oa 
4 tennis champfonship winner, has 
not been partleulurly lucky in rocont 
years, but it ia a striking tribute 
to her {Inherent skill as a maker, of 
sports goods that France chose Brt- 
tlsh tennis balls made at Fort 
Dunlop to play with in the deciding 
mateh of the tournament. 

France has always had a predilec- 
tion for tennis playing and It is said 
that tho game orlginated across the 
channel. . . 

In the fourteenth century the 
French called tennis the king of 
games and the game of kings, and 
its noble players know not the use 
of the racket, but boldly smote the 
ball with princely-—though service: 
ablo—hands. It was many a year 
before auch refinements as rackets 
came to be tse. 

Henry VII was as enthusiastic 
in pursuit of tennis as of wives. 
He had the large, beefy hands of 
‘the wood tennis player of that day. 
“Hammy" hands were indisponsable 
to the champion in the sixteenth 
century, And even when certain 
effeminate persons introduced an! 
species of wooden racket it wap so 
primitive that the ren! experts dis- 
dained Its use and bent the racket, 
users, Hterally “hands down.” 

Later, howover, the racket grad- | 
ually came Into favour and it {s 
recorded that the King of Castille 
and the Marquis of Dorset, in order 
to settle n dispute ns to the. merita 
of the racket-hand controversy, 
played a match at Windsor, the King 
using a racket and giving 15 pointa | 
to the Marquis who played with his 
hands. The King won easily. 

Alt hand-players used Icather 
gloves, while 1 compromise between | 
hand and rackets wan the wearing 
of a set of strings stretched tightly 
nerogs the ‘palm — held slightly 
curved — in Violin fashion.

Steps to Be: Taken to 
Standardise Pay. 


DIFFICULT PROBLEM. | 
Canton, Yesterday. 

Consequent on a thorough in- 
vestigation made by the Bureau 
of Public Safety upon the work- 
ing lives of those employed in the 
hand-made articles in Canton, it 
is found that a small portion of 
them are still in a difficult posi- 
tion, in view of their income be- 
ing as low as 20 cents to 30 cents 
a day; some even have to support 
their families. 

It is gratifying to learn that 
steps are being taken by the local 
authorities to solve the problem 
so that the poor workers may earn 
what is required to meet their 
daily needs. 

Daily Wages. 

The present dally wages 
of workers of hand-made articles 
in the city are as follows: 

Goldsmith $1.20; jade 76 cents; 
clock and watch repairer 70.cents; 
pongee and gatin spinner 70 cents;

Regulation 9 of. the regulations 
made by the ‘Governor. In Council 
under the Live Stock, Import and 
Export Ordinance, 1903, which re- 
gulation 9 in set forth on page 304 
of the Regulations of Hong Kong, 
1844-1926, had beon rescinded and 
the following regulatlon is sub- 
stituted therefor:— .
